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ACTS OF ALABAMA. 


AN ACT 1821. 

Supplementary to an act to establish a State University. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly con¬ 
verted, That His Excellency the Governor, ex officio , togeth¬ 
er with twelve trustees, two of whom shall be elected from Trustees 
each judicial circuit by joint ballot of both Houses of the tobe elect- 
General Assembly, and who shall continue in office for the of 

term of three years shall constitute a body politic and office 
corporate, in deed and in law* by the name of The True- tucorpor- 
Ues (f the University of Alabama , and by that name they atc< ** 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succes- 
sioti.and be able and capable in law, to have, receive, and 
enjoy to them and their successors, lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments, of any kind or value, in fee or for life, or for 
years, and personal property of any kind whatsoever, and 
also all sums of money of any amount whatsoever which may 
be granted or bequeathed to them for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting the interests of the said University. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , that there shall be a To meet 
stated meeting of the feaid trustees in* each year, at the annua *ly- 
time of conferring degrees; and that the President of the 
said University, and four of the said trustees shall have full ' 

power to call an occasional meeting of the btoard, whene- 
ver it shall appear to them necessary, and that at all meet¬ 
ings the President of the board of trustees aforesaid, and 
a quorum of the trustees, shall be capable of doing and 
transacting all the business and concerns of the said Uni¬ 
versity. except what is hereinafter excepted; that they shall 
have the power of electing all the necessary and customary oificers. 
officersof the said institution, of fixingtheir several salaries, Fixsala 
of removing any of them for neglect or misconduct in office. rM5 ^ emove 
a majority of the whole number of trustees concurring in dtcer*. 
said removal; that they shall have the power of prescrib- Proscribe 
nig the course of studies to be pursued by the students, 
and of framing and enacting all such ordinances and by- 
laws as shall appear to them necessary, for the good gov- law*, 
eminent of the said University, and of their own proceed¬ 
ings : Provided, the same be not repugnant to the laws of 
the United States, and of this State. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, that the head of the 
said University shall be styled The President, and the fa- 
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struct©!* thereof, The Professors ; hut profe 3 $ors while 
they remain such shall *netrcr be capable of holding tile 
efface of trustee: And the President and Professors or a 
majority of them shall be styled The Faculty of the Uni¬ 
versity, which faculty shall have power of enforcing the 
ordinances and by-laws adopted by the trustees for the 
government of the pupils by rewarding or censuring them, 
aiid finally by suspending such of them as after repeated 
admonitions shall continue disobedient or refhictorx, until 
a determination of a quorum of trustees can be had; but 
it shall be only in the powee of a quorum of trustees at 
their stated meetings, to expel any student or students of 
the said University, 

Sec. 4* And be it further enacted, that the trustees of 
the said University, shall and may have a common seal for 
the business of themselves and their successors, w ith liber¬ 
ty to change or alter the same from time to time, as they 
shall think proper; and that by their aforesaid name, they 
and their successors shall and may be able to sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered, 
defend and be defended, in all courts of law and equity 
within this state ; and to grant, bargain, sell or assign, Any 
lands, tenements, goods or chattels, in such manner a> is 
hereinafter specified ; and to act and to do all things w hat¬ 
soever for'the benefit of the said institution, in as ample a 
manner *s any person, or body politic or corporate* can 
or may do by law. 

Sec. 5. And b$ it furthtr enacted, that no misnomer 
of the University of Alabama, shall defeat or Annul-any 
gift, grant, devise or bequest, to the same; j prottd+c, the 
true intent of the parties shall sufficiently appear Uf>Vm ihe 
face of the gifts, grants, will, or other writing, whereby 
any estate or interest was intended to pass to the-<ntkl Uni¬ 
versity; nor shall any inisuser, or notiuser of the rigid*, 
liberties, privileges, jurisdiction, and authorities hereby 
granted to the said University, ct'eate or cause a forfeiture 
the roof, 

Sec. 6. And be it futlher enacted. That the trustees or 
so many as shall be fixed on by their by-laws, as aforesaid, 
shall have full power by the Principal Or Professors of the 
said University, to grant or confer such degree or degrees 
in flic arts or sciences to any of the*students of the said 
University, or persons by them thought worthy, as are usu¬ 
ally granted and conferred in other Universities in Ihe Uni¬ 
ted States, and to give diplomas or Certificates thereof, sign¬ 
ed by them and sealed with the common seal-of the trustee* 
of the University, to authenticate and perpetuate the me* 
TOory of such graduation* 
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£>ec. 7. And be ii further enacted*, That no person shall 
be excluded from any liberty, libei es, immunity, office, or 
aiteaAion in snid University, on account of his religious per¬ 
suasions^ Provided, Ire demean himself in a sober, peacea¬ 
ble and orderly manner, and conform to the rules and rceu- 
Intipos thereof. 

Sec. 8, And be it further enacted, That His Excellency 
the Governor, shall be, ex officio, the President 4>f the Board 
of Trustees: Provided however , That in case he should not 
at tend the meetings oX the said trustees, the trustees shall 
elect a President pro tempore , who shall preside at such 
meeting. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the trustees shall 
elect a treasurer, who shall continue in office for the term 
of three years, and who shall give bond in aucb penalty, and 
with such security conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duty, as the said trustees shall direct: Provided how¬ 
ever, That the said treasurer shall receive, as compensation, 
five huudred dollars annually, for his services. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted , That the said trus¬ 
tees shall have power, an^ it is hereby declared to be their 
duty upon a notice from the President of the Board, to exa¬ 
mine and report to the Legislature, at their next session, 
such place or places, having a due regard to health and the 
fertility of the surrounding country, as shall appear to them 
most suitable for the location of the University; and the 
Legislature shall, at the ■: ;ssion when such report shall be 
made, proceed by joint ballot of both houses of the General 
Assembly to make a choice of the site for the University, 
which choice wheg so made, shall not he subject to any al¬ 
teration thereafter. 

Sec. U. And be it further enacted, That the site thus se¬ 
lected by the Legislature, shall be exempted from the sale, 
Provided, The same shall have been granted to this State 
by an act of the Congress of the United States fora semina¬ 
ry of learning; and if the same shall not have been granted 
to this ^tate as aforesaid, the trustees shall have foil power 
to purchase the site thus selected. 

12. And be it further enacted, That the trustees 
ahall have the entire control over the site thus selected for 
the * University, and may lay off and sell such lot or lots to 
such persows, and upon such conditions as they may think 
proper. 

Sec. . 13. And be it farther enacted. That the trustees 
shall, so soon as thfc said selection shall have been made, as 
aforesaid, contract with a suitable person or persons for the 
erection of such buildings as they may deem necessary, for 
fbe purpose of carrying this act into complete effect. 
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Sec. 14. And be it further enacted. That all the lands

bond or booth which may be given in the manner herein be¬ 
fore required, by ;easo& 0 i the insolvency ojThaoblige, or 
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for oth€r cause, then said trustees may direct an execution 
which may be sued out on any judgment which they may 
recover on any such bond, to be levied on such land which 
shall be sold by virtue of such execution ; and said trusters 
shall convey such land to the purchaser at such sale, and the 
proceeds of such sale shall he applied in thetirst place to the 
payment of the whole amount which may be due to the 
said trustees for the said land, either by virtue of the judg¬ 
ment on which such execution may be sued out, or of any 
lands which they may liold for other instalments., and the re¬ 
mainder of such proceeds, after paying costs, &c. shall be 
paid over to such purchaser or his assignee, who may In: en¬ 
titled to receive the same. 

See. 17. And he it further enacted, That the said trus¬ 
tees shall have the power to appoint one, two or three per¬ 
sons not of < heir own body, either of whom may make sale 
as the trustees direct, whose duty it shall he to attend lo the 
examination and sales of all the lands, and to receive Ihe 
money arising from the first payment, and to dispose of the 
same as the trustees may order and direct according to law : 
Provided, The said persons so appointed shall give bond 
ar/1 good security, to be approved of by srtui trustees for 
the taithful performance of their duty, and that they shall 
receive such compensation as maybe allowed by the said 
trustees. 

bee. 18. And be it further enacted. That the trustees 
elected shall meet at the town of Tuskaloosa on the lirst 
Monday of April next, and shall proceed to make the ap¬ 
pointments contemplated by this act: Provided, That a rna- 
jorhy shalbinake the appointments ; And provided also, That 
the appointments shall not be made until two o’clock on the 
Thursday of said week, unless all the trustees elected shall 
meet previous to that time, then and in that case die ap¬ 
pointments may be made sooner. 

Sec. 1 *3 And he it further enacted , That ever} trustee e- 
b ( tod or appointed by the provisions of this act shall, be¬ 
fore entering on the duties assigned him as trustee, take and 
subscribe the following oath, before some Judge or Justice 

of the Peace, to wit: “ 1 --do solemnly swear (or 

aftirm.)that I will faithfully discharge the duties assigned me 
as trustee, to the best of my skill and ability, without par¬ 
tiality or election.—-So help me God.” 

Sec. 20. And be it further enacted , That the proceeds a- 
ri«ii g from the sales of the said lands shall be paid over to 
the trustee 4 *, and shall be by them vested in such funds as 
they may direct: Provided , if shall he their duty to report 
annually to the Legislature, the financial siinauon of (he 
said institution • Ard provided further. Thai the capital 
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.. stock arising from the sale of the lands as aforesaid, shall 
not be reduced in any manner whatever. 

Sec. 21. And. be it further enacted. That the laws now in 
Laws, in force relatively to the leasing of the said land, shall conti- 
Triafion to nue in force until the said lands shall be sold : Provided , 
^ ^ they shaty be sold previously to the tirst day of Janu- 

ar } > one thousand eiuht hundred and twenty-three, the les¬ 
sen ,'c. gee shall not be deprived of the benefit of remaining on the 
same until that time, and of receiving the growing crop. 
Sec- 22. And be it further enacted , That the said trus- 
TrAtees tees shall have the power, and it is hereby declared to he 
forJTe their duty to select a site for a female institution ; which in- 
r e stitution shall be considered as a branch of the University 
of the State of Alabama, and shall be governed by the same 
laws, so far as the same may be applicable. 

Sec. 23. And be it further enacted , That the said trus- 
'ivurtma tecs shall have the power to contract for the necessary build- 
tocontract ingp, and to do every other act necessary to carry this act 
for build j u £ a complete effect. 

Sec. 24. And be it further enacted, That this act shall be 
Act deem- deemed a public act, and judicially taken notice of without 
e4 public, special pleading, and the same shall be liberally construed, 
for fully carrying into effect the beneficial purposes hereby 
intended.

The counties of Dallas, Wilcox,.Perry, Bibb 
and Autauga, shall compose the second judicial circuit. The 
counties of St. Clair, Shelby, Jefferson, Tuskaloesa, Greene 
and B»ount r shall compose the third judicial circuit. The 
counties of Pickens, Limestone, Lauderdale, Lawrence, 
Franklin and Marion, shall compose the fourth judicial 
circuit.

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That the circuit conns 
of (lie first judicial circuit shall hereafter be held at the 
time* following, in each and evefy year, to witIn the 
county of Monroe on the find Mondays in April and Oclo- 
bet* to couth, a <u session t« owe<&<* In tha county of 
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Clarke on the third Mondays in April and October. in the 
county of Marengo on the fourth Mondays in April and 
October — in the county of Washington on the first Mon- 
days after the fourth Mondays in April and October, to con* 
tinue in session two weeks.

Sec. 3. And he it further enacted, That a circuit Judge, 
for the sixth judicial circuit, shall be elected or appointed, 
and qualified in manner and form as prescribed by the con¬ 
stitution ; and that as a Judge of the Circuit and Supreme 
Courts of the State, he shall receive the same salary, hold 
his office by the same tenure, and have, exercise and enjoy 
the same powers, rights and privileges, and perform the same 
duties as appertain to the other Judges of the Circuit and 
Supreme Courts. 

See. 4. And be it further enacted, That all process 
now, or hereafter made returnable to any of the Circuit 
Courtaox tins State at (he first term thereof by the existing 
laws, shall be returnable to the first tefm of said courts as 
changed* by this act, and shall be proceeded on as thoogk 
made returnable thereto. 

Sec. 5. And be it farther enacted, That a solicitor for 
the sixth judicial circuit be elected or appointed in manner 
and form as prescribed by law and the constitution, and that 
he receive the same fees and salary, and exercise the same 
powers, rights am! privileges, and perform the same duties 
as appertain and belong to the other solicitors of the State. 

Sec. 6, And he it further enacted, That it shall be the du¬ 
ty of the clerk of the Circuit Ccnirt of Madison county, to 
draw the uanjrs of twenty persons for jurors in addition to 
the number, and in the same manner now required by law, 
and hi' shall issue a venire facias to the sheriff of said coun¬ 
ty, requiring him to summon the persons whose names shall 
be 30 drawy, to attend on the third Monday of the next 
term of said court, and until the end of the term, who shall 
he entitled to the same compensation now allowed to ju 
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iv-rs, and who shall serve as petit jurors from the time at Dn| ^ 
which they are so summoned to appear, until the end of presiding 
the term. And it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge Judgo. 
to discharge those jurors who may be summoned to appear 
on Ibe first day of the term, except such as may be drawn 
as Grand Jurors, on the second Saturday of the term. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted , That if at any time it Judges 
shall happen, that from the period allotted to the. several 
Circuit Courts of this State, to hold their respective terms, 
any of the said courts should be unable to get through all term 
the business before their said courts respectively, then and 
in that case, it shall and may be lawful for the presiding 
Judge to hold an intermediate term for the completion of 
all unfinished business, to which term a jury shall be sum¬ 
moned to attend as well as witnessed whose testimony may 
be desired before such court. [Approved, Dec. 13 ,1821.]

For the Relief of Purchasers at the first sale of Lots in the Town of 

Cahawba. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of ike State of Alabama in General Assent - Purehax* 
hly convened , That in all cases where lots in the town of w t*> tee 
Cahawba have been purchased from the State, prior to the 
first day of January, eighteen hundred and twenty, it shall secr*t» ? 
be lawful for any such purchaser o* other person or per- otbuit*. 
sons, being the legal holder of any certificate or certify 
cates of lots, on or before the twentieth day of May, eigh¬ 
teen hundred and twenty-two, to file with the Secretary of 
Slate a relinquishment in writing, of any let upon which 
the whole purchase money has not been paid; and all sums 
paid on the lot3 relinquished, shall be applied to the pay¬ 
ment of any instalments) which may be, or shall feere&iter 
become due and payable upon any lots purchased, prior to 
the first day of January one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty, as shall not have been relinquished, and shad be so 
applied and credited ai to complete the paymeut on some 
one or more lots, where the payments by transfer are sufli- 
cientfor that purpose: Provide that the right of relin- how *{/pu 
quishment hereby given shall in no case authorise the par- 
ty relinquishing, ^ 0 "claim any re-payment from the State. 

S*C. £. And be it further enacted > That the interest which h.tercatfc 
shall have accrued before the twentieth day of May, one ^ * 

thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, upon any debt to 
the State, lor any lots purchased priorto the first of Janua- iwm, v« 
rv one thousand eight hundred aud twenty, shall be, and **»itt«4-' 
the same is hereby, remitted and discharged. 

Sw‘U. 3. And ie it further enacted , That all debts due from 
the purchasers or legal holders of lots iu the town oi C&- 
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hawba, shall he oaidin four equal annual inttabmuh, with- 
out interest: The first instalment to become due on the 
ficst day of December, one thousand eight hue:ired and 
twenty-two; and the debtor* aforesaid shad be entitled to 
a discount of twenty-five per cent, on each instalment if 
punctually paid : Provided* that if any of the instalments 
aforesaid should not be paid at the time when the same be¬ 
come due rod payable, then and in that case, the original 
terms of sale shall be renewed, and the lot or lots, on 
which such failure of payment shall happen, shall be there¬ 
by forfeited; and all sums heretofore paid on said lot or 
lots, shall accrue to, and enure to the use of the State. 

Sec. 4. And be.it further enacted, That in all cat>vs .there 
complete payment of the sum due or which may b come 
due for any lot or lots, purchased from the State as «fora¬ 
sa id, shall be made on or before the first day of December, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, a deduction 
at the rate of thirty seven and a half per centum, shall be 
allowed upon the sum remaining unpaid; and if complete 
payment shall he made on or Indore the twentieth day of 
May. one thousand eight hundred and twenty two, a deduc¬ 
tion at the rate of fifty per cent, shall be allowed upon the 
sum remaining unpaid: Provided , that nothing herein 
contained shall authorise any discount upon payments 
made by a transfer of former payments under the provis¬ 
ions of the first section of this act. 

Sec b. And he it further enacted, That if any individual or 
company-, that has laid off into any subdivision, and sold any 
b>ts or parts of lots that he or they may have purchased,

Authorising a Lottery tor the making of a Turnpike road, leading from the 

city of Mobile to Chickasaw Bogue creek in the county of Mobile, and 

for other purposes. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent 
tatives of the Stoic of Alabama , in General Atrembly convened , 
'lhat it may be lawful for the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
city of Mobile for the time being, and their successors, in 
office, or a majority of them, to raise by lottery, in olie or 
more classes, as to them may seem most convenient and no-, 
cessary. auy sum not exceeding ten thousand dollars, to be 
appropriated in improving the road leading from the city of 
Mobile to Chickasaw-Bogue creek,in the county of Mobile; 
and the Mayor and Alderman of the city aforesaid, for the 
time being, aivd their successors, shall, before they enter on 
the duties of their office^ enter into a bond in their corpo¬ 
rate capacity, in the penal sum of twenty thousand dollars* 
payable to the Governor and his successors jn office, con¬ 
ditioned for the faithful discharge of the several duties im¬
